Finding savings, 
line by line 

During the 2014 Election campaign, several members 
of the new Bradford West Gwillimbury Council made a 
promise to voters. 

They promised to go over the 2015 Operating and Capital 
budgets, line by line. 

And they did, starting at 9 a.m. on January 12. By the time 
they finished, just before 9 p.m. on January 13, they had 
whittled over $360,000 from the Municipal and Library 
levies, reducing the municipal levy (which accounts for 
41.78% of the property tax bill) by 0.3% or $4.24 from 
2014 levels, and brought the overall property tax increase 
(including County, Provincial Education and Policing 
levies) down to 1.3%. 

The “average” home, assessed at about $360,000, will pay 
$52.21 more in 2015 than in 2014 - the bulk of that ($37.41) 
a Special Capital Levy to help cover the replacement 
costs of the Town’s Tangible Capital Assets and aging 
infrastructure. 

The budget process began in August, with Department 
heads trimming their requested ^locations to come up 
with a proposed municipal tax increase of about 1.96%. 

Then the Town received information that County and 
Police Services budgets were looking at expenditures that 
could drive the overall tax increase up to 2.15% - something 
Councillors were not prepared to accept. 

They were warned by Director of Finance Ian Goodfellow 
that to reduce the municipal portion of the property taxes 
by 1%, they would have to find $191,000 in cuts - and to cut 
1% from the overall levy, they would need to slash $538,000 
in municipal spending, to offset rising County and Policing 

Councillors began going through the Budget binder, 
department by department. They discovered a few double¬ 
billing errors in communications expenses - and some 
readily-agreed-upon cuts, including $15,000 from the 
Professional Services budget in Engineering; $15,000 
from the Transit Co-ordinator salary, related to Pay Equity 
adjustments; $11,000 from part-time wages in Treasury, 
$7,400 from Fire & Emergency Services; $5000 from Human 
Resources; $10,000 from Information Technology; $30,000 
from Legal Services’ “Contributions to Reserves,” $5000

Beginning in January, anglers will be able to fish for Lake 
Herring (Cisco) on Lake Simcoe, for the first time in 13 
years. The Ministry of Natural Resources and Forestry has 
announced that it is reopening the Lake Herring Season, 
due to quality data that shows a positive trend in Cisco 
populations in the lake. 

The MNRF closed the Lake Herring season on Lake 
Simcoe in 2001, reflecting a steady decline in fish popula¬ 
tions, traced to poor water quality and degradation of the 
coldwater habitat - conditions that have now improved.
